FRIDAV'S PBOCEEDISGS CO.NTISUED.

The brief of the law- 
yers engapred l)y Mr. Hardin in his suit against the 
Second .Vuditor, had first been laid upon the tables 
of Senators — then they had heard a speech from 
Mr. Hardin himself, before the committee, and then 
two able and ingenious reports from the committee 
— all in opposition to the views which he entertain- 
ed upon this subject. He had not made a critical 
examination of any of these documents, and hud 
confounded the opinions and arguiiK-nts contained 
in each. Upon examination, he discovered that this 
ground was taken in the report submitted by the 
Senator from Floyd, and in the brief filed by the 
lawyers. He had given more attention to the brief 
of tlie lawyers, because it had been prepared by two 
gentlemen of high legal destinctlon. and as he sup- 
posed under the super\ ision of Mr. Hardin, who was 
himself, a gentleman of distinguished legal attain- 
ments. 

He would make some additional I'emarks to what 
he had said yesterday, with regard to the reference 
made to the act of Congress establishing the State 
department. The power of removal was not con- 
ferred upon the President by that act, as contended 
by the Senator from Floyd. That act, as reported 
to t'ongress, contained a clause recognizing the 
power of removal, but that clause was stricken out. 
It is strange that when that clau^e was stricken 
out, it should now be oontended, that the act con- 
ferred expre.Hsly the power of removal. One word 
as to the nature of the two offices, of the Secretary 
of State of U. S., and Secretar}’ of Kentucky. It 
is contended that the latter is an office established 
by the constitution. Is there any difierence in the 
obligation to conform to a constitutional requisition, 
and a legal enactment not incon.-iistent with the 
constitution? He could sec no difierence in the ob- 
ligation of a public officer to discharge duties pre- 
scribed by a law passed in accordance with the con- 
stitution, and to perform the same duties, if prescrib- 
ed in the constitution itself. He conceded that the 
office of Secretary of Kentucky, was established by 
the constitution, and the Secretcry of State of U. S. 
created by law, Lut the obligation to perform tlie du- i 
ties annexed to the respective offices, was equally 1 
imperative. The constitution of Kentucky prescribes I 
in part, the duties of the Secretary', and the tenure 
of his office — that he is to continue in office during { 
the time for which the (Jovernor is elected, if he 
shall so long behave himselt well. The office of 
Secretary of State of U. S. is created by law, with- 
out any limrt asto time; it is for lite, to all intents and 
purposes, limited only by good behavior. What 
difierence then exists between the two! The only 
difference is, that one is four years, during gocnl be- 
haviour, and the other is without limit, as to time, 
during good behaviour. 

The provision in the Federal constitution provid- 
ing for the removal of public officers by impeach- 
ment, is far stronger than the similar provision in 
our constitution. The former says : “all civil officers 
shall be removed by impeachment, &.c.” 'Phe lat- 
ter says : they shall be ^'liable to impeachment, <Scc,” 
thus clearly showing that impeachment was not the 
only means by which an officer could be removed. — 
What has been the practice of tlie Federal (Jovern- 
ment! The power of removal, as he had before re- 
marked, had been conceded to the President in the 
very infancy of the (Jovernment, had always been 
exercised by him, aud had never at any time been 
denied to him by any one. And yet, the arm of the 
State Executive was to be paralized, crippled and 
rendered incapable of doing anything. 

It had been exultingly asked whether if tlie Gov- 
ernor should appoint a man to fill an office, repre- 
sented to have become vacant by the death of the 
incumbent, and the latter should present himself 
alive, what would be done in such a case! Ju.st such 
a case had ari.sen. In .\rkansas, a Judge Tracy had 
been lying vciy ill, and tlie President hearing that 
he was dead, had appointed his successor— court 
came on, and Judge Tracy, having in the mean time 
recovered, made his appearance. The individual ap- 
pointed to succeed him also appeared, and both claim- 
ed the right to the bench. A rustic, who had just 
come fresh from a bear hunt, was present, and after 
eyeing Judge Tracy veiy closely for some time, re- 
marked very emphatically, “well,” said he, “if Gen. 
Jackson says Judge Tracy are dead, why, then he 
are dead.” What the Federal Executive may say 
and do is all right, but when it comes to the State 
Executive of Kentucky, then he is tramelled and 
crippled, his arm is too short. Can he not do that 
w'hich is necessary and proper to enable him to dis- 
charge his official duties! Is not this power neces- 
sarily implied! The constitution requires all the 
official acts of the Governor to be attested by the 
Secretary — the Secretary refuses to attest them — 
and yet, the Governor cannot, we are told, remove 
this refractory Secretan,'. If it be necessary to have 
his official acts attested, the Governor surely has 
the power to see that it is done. 

The Governor, however, has never contended for 
the power of removal, but in arguing this question, 
he takes tlie broadest ground. 

When he gave way on yesterday, he was remark- 
ing upon the validity of the acts of the Governor 
not properly attested. The Constitution requires 
the Secretary to attest all the official acts of the 
Executive — and it is thus made a necessary' part of 
the act, and essential to its consummation. The 
act is not complete without it It is a test of high 
character, that the Governor did execute the act. — 
Supposethen, there is no attestation — the Secretary 
refuses, and his assistant refuses to ntt<?st it, is the 
Governor’s act valid without it! He repeated that he 
had as much right to contest the validity of such an 
act, as to contest the proper Execution of a last will 
and testament. 

The Governor, however, did not place this case 
upon the ground of the pow'er of removal, but upon 
the ground that tlie office was vacated by non user. 
Was it so vacated! The law' of 1795, which he had 
show'n, had the force of a constitutional provision, 
requires the Secretary to reside at tlie seat of Gov- 
ernment. Does he not then vacate his office by a 
failure to comply w'ith this requisition! If he re- 
moves from the State, that act, ipso jacio vacates his 
office. If he is required to reside at a particular 
place within the State, and he removes to any other 
part of the State, does not this equally vacate his 
office? Where is the distinction between the tw'o 
cases? He w'ould defy any reasonable man to point 
it out. Suppose a Secretary is appomted and never 
comes into the office — roams about listless and indif- 
ferent, from grog shop to grog shop — he did not 
mean to say Mr. Hardin did this, be had never heard 
him charg^ with such habits. The Governor comes 
to him and says, “Mr. Secretary, I have a dozen 
patents in the office, which I w'ish you to attest,” 
and he should reply, “Mr. Governor, do you go and 



mind your own business — I know my duty' — I am re- I 
sponsible to tlie law and not to y'ou.” .Siijipose he 
thus refuses to discharge the duties of his office, will | 
it be contended that he has not abandoned his office! 

He had great respect for the intelligence and le- I 
gal ability of the Senators composing the commit- ! 
tee, but they were certainly mistaken in supposing j 
that the Constitution declared a vacancy to exist in ; 
any case in a public office. The Constitution de- ' 
dares certain offices incompatible, and the courts I 
have decided, that where an officer accepts another j 
incompatible office, he ipso facto vacates the first, j 
without the necessity of a judicial proceeding; and 
the Governor has the right to fill tlie vacancy tiius 
created. In England, the practice, he was aware, 
was dilTerent — there a judicial proceeding was ne- 
nessary'. 

The Illinois case, reported in Scammond, an au- 
thority for which he had high respect, but which 
was not binding here, had been quoted and relied 
upon. He denied that it was a parallell case to the 
one under consideration. Even then, however, the 
judges upon the bench were divided in opinion, one 
being of the opinion that the Governor had the pow- 
er to remove the Secretary', and the other tw’o over- 
ruling him. There was one Judge absent, who, if 
lie had been on the bench, would have sided with 
the fir.st, and the court would have been equally di- 
vided upon the question. But the two cases were 
essentially different. The (!onstitution of Illinois, 
requires the Secretary' of State — he is called in our 
Constitution “the Secretary,” not Secretary of State 
— a mere pensman — that constitution requires him to 
keep a record of the official acts of the Governor, 
but not to attest them, as is required by our consti- 
tution. That close and intimate official connection 
is wanting between these two officers in Illinois, 
that exists here. That case too was decided upon 
the ground already di.scussed, that the office was es- 
tablished by the Constitution. 

The committee contend, that the Senate forms a 
component part of the appointing power. In as- 
suming this position, they come in conflict with one 
of the most distinguished jurists this country has 
ever proiluced — ('hief Justice Marshall, who de- 
clares that the J!.\ecutive alone has the appointing 
power, and that the Senate can only advise and con- 
sent to a nomination submitted to it by the Execu- 
tive. It is just the same, as if I wished to appoint 
an attorney to transact business for me at a distant 
point, and should advise with Gov. Di.xon, as to the 
fitness of the person whose appointment I contem- 
plated, and he should advise, either for, or against 
the appointment. The part which the Senate acts 
in appointments, is nothing more than this. 

He would now come to the que.stion, has the Sen- 
ate the right to go behind Executive nominations, 
and inquire into the fact whether a vacancy exists! 
\V hat poA’er does the Con.stitution confer on the 
Governor? It gives him the right to fill all vacan- 
cies which occur during the recess of the Senate. 
In doing this, it necessarily gives him authority to 
determine when a vacancy exists. Will the Senate 
contend, that when the Governor has done what the 
Cons^tution gives him, a right to do, they' have a 
right to revise his acts, and deny him the power 
with which the Constitution invests him. It should 
be recollected, that the vacancy which the nomina- 
tion now before the Senate was intended to till, was 
not a vacancy occasioned by Mr. Hardin’s abandon- 
ment of the office. That vacancy had been filled 
during the recess, by the appointment of Mr. Kin- 
kead, whose commission would expire, according to 
the provision of the Constitution, at the end of th'' 
present session of the Legislature, and it was to fill 
the vacancy which would be created by the expira- 
tion of that commission, that the nomination of Mr. 
Kinkead had been made. 

During Gen. Washington's administration, it had 
been decided that the Senate could not go behind 
the Executive nomination, to inquire into any' thing 
other than the qualifications of the nominee. Mr. 
Hardin, before the committee, had cited the case 
which arose during the administration of Governor 
Breathitt in this State, when he assumed, that va- 
cancies existed in the offices of the several Com- 
modwealth’s attornies, and proceeded to make nomi- 
nations to till the vacancies. The Senate had then 
decided that there were no vacancies. Mr. II. had 
read the affirmative vote, but had pa.-=sed by the oth- 
er, side, among those who then sustained the Gov- 
ernor, he found the name of the Senator from Hick- 
man He would now, he was sure, be found acting 
a consistent part upon this question, lor he had ever 
maintained his character for consistency, while 
member of that body. 

Another case too, had arisen during Gov. B’s. ad- 
ministration. A Mr. Woolscy, was the oldest ma- 
jistrate upon the bench in Edmonson county, but at 
his suggestion, in the recommendation to be made 
to the Governor for Sheriff’ — in which the constitu- 
tion requires regard to be paid to seniority — he was 
pa.ssed over, and the two next him on the list were 
recommended, and one of them appointed by the 
Governor. When the time rolled round for an ap- 
pointment to be made, the County Court recommend- 
ed the succeeding two on the list below Justice 
Wool.sey He remonstrated^ saying that he had 
merely waved his right for the time being, to the 
Sheriffalty, and upon a representation of these facts. 
Gov. B. nominated him to the Senate, as Sheriff' of 
Edmonson. Mr. Gurhrie was upon the committee 
to whom the matter was referred, and reported that 
the County Court had the power to recommend two 
persons for the office of Sheriff’, and that the Gov- 
ernor and Senate had no right to go behind that re- 
commendation, and inquire into the reasons which 
had induced it. 

Mr. C. referred to decisions of the Court of Ap- 
peals, reported in 4th Ben. Monroe, and 3rd J. J. M., 
in support of the argument that the power of dc- 
terminining whether a vacancy existed, was an ex 
ecutive, and not a judicial character. The Senate 
in assuming the power of inquiring into the exis- 
tahee of a vacancy, and undertaking to decide judici 
ally', that which they have no power .so to decide. — 
It is an executive power, and is vested in the Gov 
ernor alone. If an individual is aggrieved, the courts 
are open to him, and he can there find a remedy, by 
which his grivancescan be relieved.

failure. The stockholders lost all the money which 
they had invested in it. They were not dishearten- 
ed by the failure. 

In the State of 3Iassachusetts, more than a mil- 
lion of dollars had been expended in building rail- 
roads, and they now yielded about twelve per cent. 

The SPEAKER had prepared a map with the 
railroads constructed or chartered in the United 
States, marked upon it, and he called the attention 
of gentlemen to it. The advantages of railroads 
were found so great, that in thcNew' England States, 
railroads were being constructed in several places 
parallel to other works already constructed, or to 
arms of the sea, which off'ered a good navigation. — 
A road would soon be constructed from Boston to 
New' York. 

The merchants and manufacturers of the north 
were stretching out their works to grasp the pro- 
ducts of the west, which naturally would flow to 
the south. The States of Virginia, Tennessee, 
South Carolina, &.C., w ere constructing roads to meet 
the west. New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio had 
all chartered roads to intersect Lake Erie, thus con- 
necting Cincinnati with the East. A road had been 
chartered within the last thirty days, to connect St. 
Louis with Cincinnati. Kentucky must be connect- 
ed with these chains of roads, it would be sooner or 
later, if it was not done by us it would be done by 
those who will come after us. Let it be done now, 
that we may never regret our neglect. 

The SPEAKER read a letter, show ing the extent 
and benefits of railroads in Europe, which were all 
constructed by the government. And yet, a Kentuc- 
ky Legislature hesitated to allow her own citizens 
to construct a road which would be so productive. 

The SPEAKER felt so indisposed he could not 
continue the remarks he had purposed to make. 

31r. 3IARSHALL continued, and stated his ob- 
jections to the bill. The gentleman from Fayette, 
(the Speaker) had only show'n that increased facili- 
ties for travelling were a benefit to the country 
through which they passed. 

He had supposed that the gentleman from Kenton, 
would have shown, the other day, as he promised to 
do, that the railroad proposed, would not injure the 
usclulness of any of the works already constructed 
by the State. Hud he done this, Mr. 31. would 
have cheerfully voted for the measure. But since 
this could not be done, since the road would benefit 
a few counties through which it passed, but perma- 
nently injure the already constructed works of the 
State, he felt called upon to oppo.se it. He had two 
main objections to the measure: 1st, it would be det- 
rimental to the revenue of the State; and 2nd, it 
w’ould prostrate the trade of Louisville, a city of our 
own State.

A Rtmor. — The I’ittsburg Journal, contains a ' 
rumor by Telegraph, stating that Dr. Holland, bear- j 
er of despatches from the .Army, had arrived at i 
Washington.
